certainly makes a lot of sense. I was thinking in terms of a coin or token and 
medal auction in general which has several thousand bidders but strictly an 
elongated auction would probably have less than 30 bidders and of this not more 
than 3 or 4 will want a list at a $1.00 a copy but all would want it if it were 
free. In fact many would send in ridiculously low bids but still request the 
prices realized list if it were free. After receiving his letter I could see my 
mistake so I sent my buck and I'm looking forward to the list whether or not I 
have a sucessful bid. 

Now I have another thing on my mind and I guess this is the place to unload 
it. Since reading the article in T.E.C. concerning engravers and rollers initials 
on elungated coins I have thought about the subject and my opposition couldn't be 
stronger. I have no desire to argue the point; with the roller-writer of the article 
either publicly or privately but he has stated his views and I feel my silence on 
the subject would tend to give some of our members the opinion that I agree with 
him. I will agree that a hand engraving should have the engravers initials on it 
but I want to point out that to the best of my knowledge there are no hand engrav¬ 
ings being made for elongateds by a party different from the roller. In other 
words every person I know of that does the hand engravings also does his own roll¬ 
ing and therefore his initials would be both the engraver and the roller. Now as 
to pieces which are engraved by a professional engraver on a modern pant-o-graph 
engraving machine, I can see no reason why the engravers initials should be in¬ 
cluded. Some of you may not be familiar with the operation of a pant-o-graph so 
I will explain briefly. The art work is prepared in a large size which can vary 
mine averaging about ^ by 11 inches. The art work is photographed and a dycril 
template or "tracing plate" is produced and this is all done by a photo process. 

The engraver merely puts the dycril template on his machine and sets up with the 
roller to be engraved under the cutter of the machine. The engraving machine 
reduces and engraves the design onto the roller and the majority of the engravers 
work is tracing the dycril. Now I will agree that some engravers do a better job 
than others but its a true fact that in any occupation or profession there arc 
always some that excel. I used to operate a pant-o-graph for RCA before World 
War II and I was making the prescribed production on my second day of operation. 

I also used to drive a bus and was required to take a 30 day schooling before 
being allowed to take a bus out by myself. Now its a fact that no one ever ask 
for my autograph as a bus driver so why should we need a pant-o-graph operators 
initials. I think I've said enough on this subject. 

Before closing this I would like to mention how enjoyable it was to see 
Al and Sally Kirka again at the convention. Sally was certainly the life of the 
party and if we could have a title of "Sweetheart of T.E.C." I would want to 
nominate her for the honor.

The History is that these 
rollers were originally blank rollers to roll out gold wire and some enterprising 
fellow got the idea to cut a die in one roller and roll out souveniers and that is 
how it all began.
